ATHENS, Oct. 24—The Greeks have cap- 
tured Sarfidje and seized the bridge over 
the river Alrankoon, thus preventing the 
Turkish retreat. 

There is general elation throughout Greece 
tonight over the Greek victory at Saramporo 
Paws. The pass is nine miles long and gives 
every advantage of being defended if prepara- 
tlohs are made. The Turke mustered twen- 
ty-tWo battalions and nine batteries, 

The fighting was severe throughout yee- 
ter day, neither side gaining an advantage up 
to sundown. The battle was éontinued in 
the moonlight. There was a lull at midnight 
and for several hours afterward. 

In the meanunlle a flying column com- 
posed ot the Greek Third and Fourth divisions 
made a fahk movement. The dawn tevéaled 
thie to the Turke, Who had taken a strong 
position ut the entrance to the detlle. 


Severe Losses on Both Sides, | 
The Turkish commander immediately re- 
treated and the whole of the Greek crowh 
prince’s army advanced. The Turks main- 
tained a veallant rear guard, the action 
ehabling the main body of the Ottoman 
forces to retire to Sarfidje. However, the 
Turks were compelled to abandon large quan- 
tities of stores. The Greeks followéd close 
behind the defeated army. A 
Phe capture of the pass has removed one 
of the Greeks’ greatest diusculties. The 
asses in the fighting are not known, but 
they are reported to have been severe on 
both sides.

CITES FIGURES IN PROOF. 


Business Men Form Organization to 
Help the Governor. 


Governor Deneen came back last night 
against Edward F..Dunne with the charge 
of “gross misrepresentation,” on the part 
of the Democratic nominee for governor con- 
cerning the tax rate and the relations of the 
governor with the state board of equalization. 

The governor said he had no more to do 
with the state board than he did with direct- 
ing the action of the twenty-five congress 
men from the state and that he had con- 
curred in the recommendation of the revenue 
commission that the board be abolished. 

“Fanciful statements,“ and “reckless 
mess’ were the terms he applied to Mr. 
Dunne’s allegations concerning the com- 
para tive assessments of [Illinois property 
during his administration as compared to 
Gov. Altgeld’s term. 


Gov. Deneen’s Speech. 

The governor speke in Morgan Park and 
the Republican tent at One Hundred and 
Eleventh street and Indiana avenue, ad- 
éressing big audiences. He said in part: 

“Not only has Mr. Dunne misstated the 
facts about my alleged connection with the 
board of equalization, but he has misstated 
the facts about the ooard itself. His state- 
ments would lead one to infer that the assess- 
ment of property had steadily decreased since 
1896 when Govegnor Altgeld was governor. 
Not only is the contrary the fact, but the 
increase is so great that the only. thing which 
can relieve Mr. Dunne from the charge of 
gross misrepresentation about this particu- 
lar board is his general recklessness of 
statements of all kinds regarding the affairs 
of state.“ 


Deneen Produces Figures, 

The governor quoted figures upholding his 
contentions and added: 

The general assembly on my recommenda- 
tion directed me to appoint a revenue com- 
mission composed of three Republicans and 
two Democrats. In their report the commis- 
sion declared any general and satisfactory 
revision of the revenue law would require an 
amendment to the constitution. Thecommis- 
sion also recommended the abolition of the 
state board of equalization and I concurred 
in that recommendation, but I did not allow 
myself: in making that recommendation to 
misrepresent the work of the board of equali- 
sation, as Mr. Dunne has done eo grossly.”

PLAN TO SHORTEN 
SHORT WORK DAY 


Royal Commissioners Argue 
That Limit Is Too Great 
for Best Results. 


HEALTH OF GIRLS RUINED 
Night Shift Toil Another Sub- 
ject Said to Need New 
Legislation. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D. 

SYDNEY.—In a land where American vis- 
{tors constantly complain of the difficulty 
of securing laborers and of labor's anner 
tion to work more than a few hours a 
day we are surprised to hear the royal eom- 
misésionefs arguing that the number of hours 
spent in factories as delimited by law is too 


great. 

Legislation in prescribing such limits has 
concerned itself with the following subjects: 
The aggregate of hours that can be worked 
in one week; overtime in addition to this 
aggregate; the number of hours in a day's 
work; night work; number of hours of con- 
tinuous work: meal times. 

All the states of the Aalen common- 
wealth have accepted forty-eight as the max- 
imum limit for females and males under 16. 
This standard has been set by reference to 
the eight hour day for six days a week, which 
fs regarded as the normal limit for work. 


Too Much for Children. 

The commissioner believes the present 
working week permits of too great a strain 
on boys and girls. They cannot use up the 
full limit of their strength without injury 
to their development. or, in the case of adult 
women, their health. 

Again, of late years women have taken up 
work which formerly was looked upon as ex- 
clusively men's. In the tailoring-and allied 
trades, in which more women and children 
are employed than in all the other classes of 
manufacture, women have already to a large 


extent displaced’ men. As they work the 


same hours, the results are inevitable. The 
tore woman of a clothing factory informed me 
that at the end of two years’ work at ma- 
‘chines girls, whether adult or not, are apt to 
break down. 

The compuleory Saturday half holiday, 
with the necesary interval for the midday 
meal, results, if forty-eight hours a week 
are to be worked, in women and boys being 
in the factory for from nine and a half to 
ten hours daily. 
that a girl who has to dress and breakfast 
and to be in the factory by 8 o'clock. and 
only leaves at 5:30 p. m., can take no part in 
the home work, Week end shows downright 
exhaustion among many women workers. 


Present Maximum Too High. 

Hence if the object of factory legislation 
for the unprotected class of workers is not 
merely to strike “a bargain between the ra- 
pacity of capitalists or parents and the claims 
of national health, but to put a barrier de- 
tween defenseless workers and the hindering 
of their development or the injury of their 
health, then the preser: maximum working 

week is too high, when, as in most occupa · 
tions, it has been placed’ on u level with 
that for the adult male.

Defeats Real Purpose of Law. 
Thus the real purpose of legislation, lim- 
iting the aggregate hours of work in a week, 
has been defeated. 

It would be necessary to limit these hours 
according to their division by days, and this 
can only be dome by forbidding work in a 
factory for more than a given number of 
hours in any one day. This New Zealané 
has done by setting the limit at eight and a 
half hours, exclusive of meal time. The 
commission recommends that the actual 
working hours for women and juveniles in 
factories should not be more than eight hours 
for five dass ln the week and not more than 
four on the sixth day. 

Legislation hag practically put an end to 
factory night work in the case of women = 
boys. 

Employers now generally been that 
the shortening of hours is, as far as output 
is concerned, compensated by additional en- 
ergy and vigilance over the time which ac- 
crues to the worker. It isa singular iHustra- 


‘tion of the way in which a full tally of hours 


disarms the attention of the worker that the 
majority of factory accidents occur toward 
the end of the day. Obviously if dullness, 
caused by long hours, prevents the worker 
looking after himself, it. will also militate 
against his looking after his employer's in- 
terests.

Solicitor General Admits De- 
fects in Indictment Charg- 
ing Corner in Cotton. 


TWO COUNTS HELD VAGUE 


Prosecution May Fail if Supreme 
Bench Overrules Lower 
Court Decision... 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 23.—Defects in the 
indictment of James Patten, Eugene Scales, 
Frank B. Hayne. and William F. Brown on 
charges of conspiracy to run a $10,000,000 
corner on cotton in 1910 on the New Tork 
cotton exchange in vidlation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law were admitted.in the United 
States Supreme court today by Solicitor 
General Bullitt for the government. 

The occasion was the second argument over 
the indictment, as the court was not willing 
last spring to rule upon the correctness of 
the decision of the New York federal courtin 
quashing several vital counts in the indict- 
ment. 

When the solicitor general stated that the 
indictment charged the running of a cor- 
ner Chief Justice White suggested that he 
define just what he meant by a corner.“ 


Where Indictment Fails. 

Mr. Bullitt responded it was a combination 
among dealers in a commodity, or outside 
capitalists, for the purpose of buying up the 
greater portion of the commodity and holding 
it back from sale until the demand so far out- 
ran the limited supply as to advance the 
price abnormally. 

„Now I want you to show how the indict- 
ment fits that definition,“ added the chief 
justice. 

That led the solicitor general to announce 
that he abandoned the third count of the in- 
dictment because it did not charge in it that 
the defendants were to hold back the cotton 
from sale.

Fried Mush Instéad of Potatoes. 


“Last winter when potatoes were so high I 
set about to find something that would be a de- 
sirable substitute. I found that a sack of corn 
meal at 26 cents would go almost three times as 
far as a peck of potatoes that cost 50 cents. In- 
‘stead of having potatoes in some form for the 
evening meal I used fried mus. When doing 
the kitchen work of a morning it is no particular 
trouble to make a kettle of mush and set it aside 
to fry as needed, making enough at one time for 
two meals or more. If ‘cut evenly and fried 
brown in bacon drippings it is nice, indeed, and if 
one wishes it can be dipped in egg and then 
rolled in cracker crumbs before frying. How- 
ever, the latter adds to the expense and is more 
trouble. In cold weather it is particularly nice 
for the evening meal, and I prefer ſt to the pota- 
toes, which are always more expensive. M.“

Made Study of Dietetics. 


\« To reduce the cost of living I borrowed an 
encyclopedia and a standard medical book and 
studied dietetics and the amount of nutriment in 
different foods, I found that meat, fowls, eggs, 
and fish do not contain as much nutriment as 
I thought (and as most housewives think), 
hence I reduced my butcher and egg bill con- 
siderably. 

“There are seven in our family, two big boys 
and three girls, my husband, and myself. Our 
meat used to cost us about $4 to $4.50 a week, 
our eggs, $2.50 to $8 a week. I now buy about 
$1.75. worth of meat and about 75 cents to $1 
worth of eggs. In buying meat I take the 
cheaper cuts, such as neck, rump, etc., and only 
cook meat about three times a week. In its 
place I use cereals, legumes, and nuts. The 
latter contain from 79 to 89 per cent nutriment, 
against 26 to 64 per cent in fowl, beef, veal, and 
pork. Now, since one-quarter pound of nuts has 
the nutritive value of nearly three times the 
quantity of meat, one need eat only a few 
ounces to get as much strength as eating nearly 
one pound of meat. 

“Next I save money by using whole wheat 
bread instead of white bread and by cutting out 
most of the pastries and using in their 
figs, dates, raisins, and fresh fruits, which js 
just as palatable and much healthier. As this 
might be considered too long a letter I will stop, 
but will if you think it worthy of publication 
send another one giving our menus for one 
week with cost of same, and our previous menus 
and cost, showing what saving is done. I will 
add that our general health is better since we 
made the change, and that my sons and hus- 
band, who at the beginning thought they could 
not do as good a day’s work, find now that they 
feel stronger and hardier than ever before.

Every month contains exactly four weeks, be- 
Eins on Sunday and ends on 1 4 Fy The thir- 
teenth month is cailed Solaris, is inserted 
between June end July. 

Mr. Boyd provides for leap year by an extra 
day each fourth year, coming after the end of 
December and not counted as a day of the week 
nor of the month, but merely an extra holiday 
known as Leap Year day. 

The year 1916 may be taken as an illustration, 
for it would be an ideal year to commence the 
reformed calendar, as, according to the present 
arrangement, it will begin on a Saturday, which, 
under Mr. Boyd's plan, would become New Year's 
day, and the day following, Sunday, would be- 
come Jan. 1, 1916. 

The advantages of this reformed calendar are 
obvious. Each month has the same number of 
days; every month and every week begins on 
Sunday and ends on Saturday; the same, date in 


each month falls on the same day of the week: 


a printed calendar will be unnecessary, as every 
month will be identical and every year will be 
the same as every other. 

There are a few curiosities about our present 
calendar. Thus, January and October always 
begin on the same day of the week. This is also 
true of April and July, September and December, 
February, March, and November. This is not so, 
however, in leap years. A century can never 
begin on a Wednesday, Friday, or Saturday. 
Except in leap year the first and last days of the 
year fall on the same day.
